FROM WASHINGTON 


Washington, May 22 —The afternoon 


session of the Committee for the trial of 
the assassins was quite brief, owing to the 
non-arrival of several Government wit- 
nesses. 
At four o'clock the Commission 


adjourned until ten o'clock to-morrow. 
There is no probability that at that time 
the witnesses can be brought to the court 
room, as every one seems determined to 
witness the military review that will be 
going on all day. 
It is likely, therefore, 


that the Commission •will adjourn until 
Thursday. • 


Moat of the testimony this afternoon 


was orally cumulative upon tho visits ef 
Booth, Payne, Atzerotd, and others of the 
conspirators to the house of Mrs. Surratt, 
and aa to the position of Harrold, Arnold, 
Spangler and O'Laughlin. No new fea- 
ture of great material interest was brought 
out as affecting directly tho prisoners at 
the bar. 
More than ordinary interest was 


excited by the production of the letter 
of the rebel Lieut. W. Allston, which was 
found among tho archives of the rebel 
War Department surrendered by Johnston. 
The proposition of the writer to rid the 
country of its deadliest enemies-, meaning 
Mr. Lincoln and his cabinet by assas- 
sinating them, 
was shown to have 


been entertained by Jeff Davis, and ho 
had directed his private secretary to refer 
the matter to the rebel Secretary of War 
for his consideration. 
When the reading 


of the letter was concluded an audible mur- 
mur of horror was heard from all parta of 
the room, especially among the ladies, who 
made such exclamations as, " Oh, the 
monster," "Oh,horrible! Shame 1 Shame." 
This was the first direct testimony yet pro- 
duced in tho case, showing that Davis at 
any time entertained the idea of assassi- 
nating the President, and thfl heads of the 
departments, and its importance was en 
hanced by the fact that the references by 
Davis to his Secretary of War was dated 
in December last, at which time it has 
been clearly proved that Booth and some 
of his organized confederates were actual- 
ly engaged and plotting for the murder ol 
Mr. Lincoln. The introduction of the let- 
ter establishes the fact beyond any doubt, 
if it be good for no other purpose, that 
Davis was not only capable of entertaining 
proposals for assassinating our President, 
but was willing to treat with cold-blooded 
vjllians for its' accomplishment. 
Tho 


link in the chain of evidence that directly 
convicts .Booth and tho prUouera in m, 
agreement with Davif, to murder Lincoln 
and Mr. Seward, has not been produced in 
tho trial, but may yet be offered before the 
government closes its testimony. 


Washington, May 22.—Tho Court to-

- It comes, there- 
fore, from one well qualified to set forth 
the actual condition of affairs in the rebel 
capital during the latter days of the re- 
bellion. It gives an interior view of the 
movement* and sentiments of .the rebel 
government such as it has nof been possi- 
ble to obtain hitherto..

Richmond, Monday May 15, 1865. 


Owing to the mystery of secret sessions 


and the reticence observed by the journals, 
much of the real history of this great 
struggle remiins to be written; It ia 
known to the world that Mr. Davis wielded 
to the last the full powers of the South, 
and that the Southern Congress granted 
nearly all his requests for power, insatia- 
ble as he seemed to be in this respect. 
But it is not BO well known that he was 
unpopular with the Jeadiuc statesmen of 
the South: They thought lightly of his 
capacity, and deemed him an incubus up- 
on their cause. Some opposed him openly 
but tho majority, while deploring his er- 
rors, did not think it a fit period for oppo- 
sition. 
Among the former • class wore 


Orr, Toonibs, wigfall, Graham. Among 
the latter were Messrs. Campbell, Cobb, 
Hunter, and many others. On the other 
hand, Mr. Davis had a cordial hatred for 
Congress, and took no pains to conceal it. 
One of his last proceedings was to send in 
a special message, which, when analyzed, 
was found to bo nothing less than a care- 
fully prepared bill of indictment, and de- 
signed to throw upon the Congress all the 
odium in the event of a failure. This doc- 
ument elicited a severe reply from the 
Senate, at which body it was supposed to 
be specially aimed. 


No person, perhaps, ever occupied a 


prominent position who availed himself so 
little of the wisdom or experience of oth- 
ers as Mr. Davis. lie was rudely intoler- 
ant of any difference of opinion, and 
seemed to rejoice in isolation from those 
who were likely to express an independent 
judgment. 
His despotism over his cabi- 


net was supreme. 
He admitted that he 


knew nothing of finance, but upon all 
other subjects made no pretence of modes- 
ty. 


When the southern congress met in No- 


vember last, Mr. Davis sent in a message 
which was, upon the whole, of a confident 
tone. 
He seemed to take no account of 


least idea that the Confederacy was about 
to tumble. .The coin was. to bay funds for 
a war in America—to buy feed end muni- 
tions of war. 'He thought, in his folly, he 
could give up the capital, and the great 
State of Virginia, and, with the cotton 
states, keep up the contest until the Xorth 
should "be.wearied out. Atthe beginning 
of the war, .the seven cotton states thought 
that by their staple they could coerce Chris- 
endom, the North included ; and of this 
folly of standing alone their -leaders had 
not been entirely cured. 
Mr. Davis halt- 


ed at Danville with the intention of locat- 
ing his government there. He stayed just 
one day. On hearing of Lee's surrender, 
and that there was no organized body of 
troops between him and Grant, he set out 
for Charlotte, N. C., intending to fir bis 
capital there. Even alter Lee's capitula- 
tion, he seemed utterly unable to grasp 
the situation. 
He still thought himself 


able to make war for peace, as he pleased; 
and it is reported that he even hesitated 
at accepting the terms granted by Sher- 
man, and subsequently set aside by Pres- 
ident Johnson.- 
After spending three or 


four days at Greensboro, he left for Char- 
lotte, where he proposed to locate his cap- 
ital, open up government houses, confer 
promotions^ appoint Generals, Jto. Noth- 
ing could exceed his infatuation, lip wast- 
ed timo which, for his escape, was invalu- 
able, in keeping up the forms of a govern- 
ment which had no existence. 
The train 


of government and bank specie had al- 
ready started (or tho South. 
Of his own 


safety Jlr. Davis seemed to tako littlo 
thought, 
lie fancied himself at the head 


of a powerful people, able to marshal ar- 
mies and offer battle to tho North.- 
He 


did not realize that lus.Tortuncs wore des- 
perate.

In the midst of all this delusion came 


tho intelligence that the negotiations were 
at an end; and then Mr. Davis and his 
Cabinet set out for Georgia; Their sub- 
sequent movements and rate of progress 
are probably not known at Richmond. 
Upon the groat mass of tho Southerners, 
tho crash of their Confederaoy;had fallen 
as suddenly and unexpectedly as an aval- 
anche. They were confident the struggle 
would last another year, and many hoped 
for final success. It is hard to realize the 
infatuation of the Confederate administra- 
tion. Confederate paper was not worth 
two cents to the dollar, and was kept up to 
this figure solely by the sale of government 
specie—which Mr. Trcnholm put in the 
market at sixty for one. The Confederate 
armies had wasted away by losses and 
struggling. Joe Johnston has some 25,- 
000 men, Lee 35,000, and in all there were 
not as many a_s 100,000 men in arms east 
of the Mississippi river. Kirby Smith and 
Magruder might, perhaps, have together 
25,00 mea in all. 
These troops were toler- 


ably clothed, but the equipment of the ar- 
my waa inferior. The horses of the caval- 


I ry and artillery were inferior, and the 


the waning resources and spirit of the I former were so greatly reduced in numbers 
south, or the diminished numbers of her I that they were utterly insufficient to 
armies, and still less of the constancy, de- protect the Confederate communications. 


How Mr. Davis could shut his eyes to all 
this, is perfectly marveioss; but he did, 
and when people spoke to him of negotia- 
tion, he doubted and arraigned their pat- 
riotism. General Lee, had,beyond all, tho 
most gloomy forebodings. As early as the 
9th of March, he wrote a letter to Mr. Da- 
vis, stating that he could neither hold his 
lines nor withdraw his ar,my with the 
small number of troops at his command. 
And yet it is said that in a speech at Char- 
lotte, Mr. Davis spoke of his inability to 
understand why a force of 12,000 men 
should surrender.--Judge Campbell con- 
stantly pressed upon the attention of the 
government the fact that the war could 
not he carried on, in the vain hope that, 
unable to dispute the statement, they 
would draw the necessary inference and 
consent to negotiations upon the hasis of 
reconstruction. But he counted without 
his hoRt. 


termination and power of the north. The 
members of congress were not disposed to 
accept as gospel this cheerful manifesto, 
and accordingly a resolution was. offered 
by Mr Caperton for a joint committee to 
look into the condition of public affaire. 
The necessary effect of this was to compel 
the administration to look into its own 
hand, and this motion Mr. Davis regarded 
and resented as a hostile proceeding.

which, some weeks after the informal 
conferences at Fortress Monroe, ripened 
into action. A movement was organized, 
of which Senators Hunter, of Va., Graham 
of North Carolina and Orr, of South Caro- 
lina, were the leading rebels, to induce 
the President to negotiate for peace and 
secure the best terms possible for the 
South. Judge Campbell, the Assistant 
Secretary of War, labored earnestly and 
constantly to this end, and it is understood 
that Mallaroy, of the cabinet, was anxious 
for the adoption of their policy. It was per- 
fectly obvious to the reflecting men of the 
Confederacy that to continue the contest 
for independence was a hopeless pursuit— 
that when the spring weather permitted, 
the immense masses of Grant and Sherman 
to bo precipitated upon them, tho south- 
ern armies would be utterly insufficient to 
resist the shock. To go on was simply to 
cause a useless effusion of blood, only to be 
followed in the end by rule and subjuga- 
tion." It was believed that while tho south- 
erners had two large armies in the field, 
possession of their capital and organized 
government, they could, with this show of 
strength, secure liberal terms upon the ba- 
eis of a restoration of the Union. It was 
believed that Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Seward 
would favor a policy of conciliation. In a 
word, these men held that reconstruction 
was infinitely preferable to subjugation. 
Continue the contest, and the upshot would 
be that no terms whatever could bo obtain- 
ed. 


Views of this sort were pressed by Jlr. 


Hunter and o_thors upon Mr. Davis, and 
fora long while it seemed with some pros- 
pect of securing his-assent. But the Rich- 
mond Enquirer, Sentinel and Wldg -,verc 
furious in their denunciations of any re- 
construction. In a little while Mr. 'Davis 
began to be jealous of Hunter, and he, his 
clique and organ«, spared up pains to 
break him down. FeeUnc that his effort 
to save his state from fresh calamity was 
unayailing,_Mr. Hunter, at thecbso of the 
session, retired to his home in Essex coun- 
ty. The broach between him and Presi- 
dent Davis was complete and final. The 
majority of both houses of the Confeder- 
ate Congress were ready for peace nego- 
tiations, but nothing oould be done with- 
out the co-operation of the Executive. 
The ultra war men and presses denounced 
all who thought there was danger ahead 
as " croakers " and " whipped men.'; The 
masses of the people knew little of the act- 
ual situation, and were ready and anxious 
to fight as long as there was a reasonable 
S 


rospeot of success. 
There can be no 


oubt, however, that they were greatly ex- 


hausted and wearied of the war, and if 
their rulers had sought an honorable paci- 
fication they would have sustained them. 


One of the men whose hatred to Davis 


was most intense and bitter was Wigfall, 
of Texas. He declared that success with 
Jefferson Davis at the helm was impossible 
—that his incapacity and obstinacy would 
ruin any cause in the world, and he favored 
a counter revolution to depose him. He 
proposed publicly to coerce Davis and Ste- 
phens to resign, and it is probable that the 
President s jealousy of Hunter, who would 
thus have succeeded, excited by this pro- 
ject, had no small share in defeating the 
scheme of the latter to open negotiations 
for peace.

Medical AccOMt ft'thtlr lajMil*** 


- Dr. Verdi, (homoepathic,) the family 
physician of Secretary Seward, gives the 
following account of the wound* which the 
assassin Paine inflicted. "We believe BO 
such specific description has hitherto been 
published: 


* * Among the bleeding men and 


terrified ladies I sought for Mr. Seward. 
He waa lying in his bed covered with blood, 
a fearful gaping ga&h marking his chin, 
and extending below the maxillary bone. 
His, probably, was the only countenance 
that did not express fear. Hastily I ex- 
amined his wounds, and I had the joy to 
bring the first consolation to that anxious 
family, in announcing to them that his 
wounds were not mortal. The carotid ar- 
tery and jugular vein had not bcendevid- 
ed or injured. The gash was semi-circu- 
lar, commencing just below the high bone 
of tho cheek, and extending downward 
toward the mouth, and then backward 
over the submaxillary gland, laying open 
the inflamed and swollen part of the face 
and neck, that had been injured by his 
previous accident. On examining further, 
1 found another stab under the left ear, 
wounding the parotid gland; but this cut, 
however, was not very deep. Mr. Seward 
had lost much blood, and I immediately 
applied ice to arrest tho bleeding temporar- 
ily ; after which I was informed that 
Fcderick Seward was in an adjacent 
room, also injured. I hastily went]to him 
and found liioi lying on a lounge, with 
blood 
streaming 
over 
his 
face, 
lie hud been wounded in several places, 
viz., on tho left parietal bone, just about 
tho "parietal eminence;" on the left side 
of the frontal bone, just about the line of 
intersection with the parietal; with two 
other light wounds in that neighborhood. 
The injury on the parietal eminence had 
evidently crushed the bone, as osseous 
spiculw were taken out; but it appeared, 
however, that tho internal table, oven if 
fractured, waa not depressed. He was not 
insensible, but could not articulate. In 
about tin hour, however, after his wounds 
wore dressed, he fell into a slumber frum 
which, for sixty hours, he could not bo 
aroused. I had scarcely finished apply- 
ing ico to arrest tho hemorrhage, when I 
was told to look at Mr. Aug. Seward. I 
became truly amazed—''What!" said I, 
"is there another one wounded ?" His in- 
juries, however, wero comparatively light 
—one was from a blow with the butt-end 
of a piatol, on the upper and middle part 
of the forehead; the other, a cut over the 
metacarpal bone of the thumb of his right 
hand. Here I was again requested to look 
at another man. My Furprise ceased then 
—I became horrified. This was the man- 
nurse, a soldier in attendance on Mr. 
Seward. I found his wounds were four in 
number, all from the blade of a knife; 
three over the right scapular region, and 
one below it. It was evident, after a c-are 
ful examination, that tho scapula prevent- 
ed the penetration of the frightful weapon 
into tho cheat. After giving to this patient 
the requisite attendance, 1 was called to 
see another man who was wounded. He 
had received but one stab, in the back over 
the seventh rib, very near the spinal col- 
umn. 
The knife must have glanced off, 


as this cut was long but quite superficial: 
had it been direct, his right lung would 
have received an irreparable injury.

A Biographer of Mr. Lincoln. 


Robert Dale Owen has received from one 


of our enterprising and successful publish- 
ing houses, and has accepted, a liberal 
offer to prepare and complete within the 
next two years a life of Abraham Lincoln, 
to be comprised in two duodecimo volumes 
of four to five hundred pages each, for 
general circulation ; a library edition aho, 
in larger form, is to be issued. The two 
biographies of our lamented President, 
heretofore published, are valuable as furn- 
ishing his public speeches, his messages, 
proclamations, military orders, and, gen- 
erally, his official doings nnd political 
career. Mr. Owen's proposed work has a 
different scope. It proposes to portray, 
from his own personal recollections, and 
the recollections of those who best knew 
the man, Abraham Lincoln, in his house- 
hold relations, his public policy and his 
inner life. It will be strictly a biography, 
not a history of tho Presidential term. It 
will give the moral and spiritual aspects of 
that noble nature, illustrated l>y authentic 
anecdote, not deal in admini?ti ntiv«xM:uls 
or military compilations.

valuable materials. Being now relieved 
from piilJlic business, he will.-rlevutc him- 
self vjtoliixivclv to the ivork. 


Biography of Gen. Fry. 


The New York Mercury gives a sketch 


of the life and services of Mr. Provost 
Marshal General Fry. 
He is a native of 


Illinois, thirty eight years of age. As a 
scholar he was distinguished for his stu- 
pidity in mathematics. By and by he 
went to West Point, and graduated No. 
14 of his class. Ho had hard work to sat- 
isfy his father that that was a better num- 
ber than No. 1. The war found him on 
McDowell's staff, at Bull Run, where no 
mathematical talent being necessary, he 
did goad service, and ran well. 


Next, he was with General McClellan, 


who, being a mathematician, could not get 
nloni; with him, and sent him to General 
Buoll. 
He was at the battle of Shiloh. 


In the iic.it of the fight an officer rode up 
to him and said, ." General Buell wants 
yon to inform him how many men there 
nre in the two brigades yonder." 


Fry knew how many men there were in 


each but was utterly unable to tell how 
muny there were in both. At length, af- 
tor many repeated efforts, hegaveayell of 
mingled shame, despair and defiance, and 
da^lieil straight at the enemy, to vent his 
rage 11 pon them. His men followed him ; 
the enetnv, seeing Fry coming, turned tail 
and the victory was won. 


For this achievement he was promoted 


to his pre;cnt position as a sort of practi- 
cal joke. 
" I kno'.v that Fry don't know anything 


about figures,'' said Abe, " but that office 
will hr> a first rate place for him to learn." 


Hiirrcndcr of Confederate >"ary. 


A Reminiscence, of Mr. Lincoln. 


On the day of tho receipt of the capitu- 


lation of Lee, as we learn from a friend 
intimate with the. late President Lincoln, 
the Cabinet meeting was held . an^hour 
earlier- than usual. Neither the President 
nor any member was able, for a time, to 
give utterance to his feelings. 
At the 


suggestion of Mr. Lincoln, all dropped on 
their knees, and offered in silence and in 
tears, their humble and heartfelt acknowl- 
edgements to tho Almighty, for the tri- 
umph ho had granted to the national 
cause. The same day, in the afternoon, 
as wo learn from the name source, the 
President was in a frame of mind pecul- 
iarly happy. To his wife ho said: " The 
war is now about over ; we have had a 
long and wearisome four years' seige, and 
we must travel a little this summer, and 
recruit. It must be without fuss or dis- 
play. You must write Bob that he must 
come home and resign his Captaincy and 
go to his books. Let him prepare to earn 
his living as I did, depending on his own 
hands end brains." 


On the morning of the day of his death 


kindred conversations were held as to the 
manner of spending a portion of the sum- 
mer, and what disposition should be made 
of " Bob" and " Tad," as he used to call 
his sons, Robert and Thaddens.— Western 
Cluristian Advocalf.

Weitzcl, Terry, Porter, have testified, and 
their testimony, all points in the same di- 
rection — that he was warranted in declin- 
ing to make the attack for which he has 
been so much censured. _Terry says it was 
a fair open military, question whether to 
land and attack or not. ' Weitisl, the 
friend of Gen. Grant, says that if he had 
gone at the head of such an expedition.

The evidence 
concurring on this point is of great weight. 
It would seem from the testimony, that 
Meade never made an advance, his whole 
policy being defensive. lie is sufficiently 
courageous, personally, but at the head 
of an army he has all the caution that 
paralyzed McClellan. It is said, howev- 
er, in Gen. Meade's favor, that he has nev- 
er over estimated himself, and has little 
of that vanity which has possessed some 
commanders of less caliber than himself, 
and of a similar cautious temperament. 


For want of time, testimony has not 


been taken in full, in regard to the invest- 
ment and occupation of Richmond and 
the capture of Lee's army, but very com- 
prehensive questions, covering all of this, 
have been put to Gen. Grant, and inter- 
rogatories of similar tenor, covering the 
march of the great Western Army, have 
been submitted to General Sherman ; and 
the formal replies to these questions will 
constitute a large part of the 8th volume, 
the 5th of the present series. 
It is not 


quite true that Gen. Sherman has refused 
to appear before the Committee ; he has 
merely failed to appear in answer to a 
summons. 


Perhaps the most startling development 


of the forthcoming volumes will be the ev- 
idence which they furnish of the Cheyenne 
massacre of Indians by Col. Chevington, 
in Colorado Territory. It proves to have 
been a most brutal and unprovoked slaugh- 
ter of men, women ana children, who 
were living in a quiet manner in a state of 
entire peace with the whites. The labors 
of the Committee bearing upon this na- 
tional disgrace are embraced in a pamph- 
let of a hundred pages, and exhibit the af- 
fair in the most barbarous light as a 
shame to the civilization of the age.
